MISS CING'S DEATH 
STILL A MYSTERY 


W a s h i n g t o n , Dec. 6 .—Senator Berry 
of Arkansas immediately after the 
senate convened yesterday introduced 
a bill to create the state of Indianola 
out o f the present Indian territory. It 
provides for a complete reorganization 
of i.ie Indian country. 
There was 
not a quorum present when the senate 
met yesterday, but as there was no de­ 
mand for one business proceeded w ith 
a limited attendance. 
Bills were in-* 
troduced by Senator Dolph, to exempt 
from foreign exhibits at the Portland, 
Ore., exposition: by Senator Hunton, 
to rem it the fines and penalties on the 
naval ships Yorktown, Baltimore, New­ 
ark, and Philadelphia; by 
Senator 
Dolph, to forfeit the unearned public 
lands granted to railroads; by Senator 
McPherson, for an investigation of the 
m erits of the plan for a unit of labor. 
The committee on 
rules yesterday 
decided to give to-day after the second 
morning hour and each day thereafter 
;to the consideration of the railroad 
{moling bill, the order, however, not 
to interfere w ith appropriation bills. 
Senator Quay introduced an amend­ 
m ent to the sugar clause in the present 
tariff bill striking out all the provis­ 
ions except th at to remove the one 
eighth differential on sugar. 
The one 
tenth differential against bounty ex­ 
porting countries remains. 
Senator 
Quay says he w ants to offer the senate 
an opportunity to vote directly upon 
the protection to the trust. 
The Vice-President laid before the 
senate a resolution of Mr. Lodge call­ 
ing on the secretary of state for infor­ 
mation as to the execution of the two 
Japanese students 
under 
the pro­ 
tection of the United States. 
The res­ 
olution precipitated a warm debate 
Finally Mr. Morgan stated th a t a meet­ 
ing of the foreign relations committee 
would be called at once to consider this 
resolution if it was sent to the com 
m ittee. On this assurance it was re­ 
ferred. 
Mr. Peffer (pop., Ran.) then secured 
the floor for a long speech which he 
read from printed sheets. 
It referred. 
to his resolution calling for informa­ 
tion as to the action of the secretary 
of the treasury in issuing bonds and 
arraigned public officials for perfidy 
and usnrpation of authority. 
At the close of Mr. Peffers speech 
the resolution was adopted w ithout 
division. 
Another resolution by Mr. Peffer for 
information from the President as to 
the use of United States troops a t Chi­ 
cago during the recent Pullman strike 
brought out considerable debate on the 
question of its reference. 
The resolu­ 
tion was finally referred to the judici­ 
ary committee. 
Mr. Vest (dem., Mo.) then addressed 
the senate on the need of a change of 
the senate rules. 
Much opposition was 
manifested to any change, and in 
order to term inate the random discus­ 
sion Mr. Harris moved to go into ex­ 
ecutive session. 
The senate w ent into executive ses­ 
sion and soon after adjourned. 


Power Offers a Free Silver Bill. 


W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 6 .—Senator Pow­ 
er yesterday introduced a bill provid­ 
ing for the free coinage of silver, mak­ 
ing the silver dollar to consist of 412}$ 
grains of standard fineness, and these 
dollars to be a legal tender for all 
debts public and private. 
Represen­ 
tative Hooker of Mississippi introduced 
in the house a joint resolution repeal­ 
ing Sec. 3 of the act providing for the 
resumption of specie payments, which 
authorizes the secretary of the treasury 
to sell bonds described in the act of 
July 14, 1875.

Mr. Patterson. 
Washington, Dec. 6.—In the morn­ 
ing hour in the house yesterday Mr. 
McRae (dem., Ark.) called up the bill 
to prevent the free use of tim ber on 
public lands and to prevent further is­ 
sue of permits for cutting tim ber in 
Wyoming, New Mexico and Arizona. 
I t 
was amended so as to exempt 
patents issued to individual settlers 
and passed. 
Mr. Outhwaite from the committee 
on rules presented the special order 
for the consideration of the railway 
pooling bill each day after the m orn­ 
ing hour until disposed of. 
The object of the bill is to compel 
common carriers, subject to the pro­ 
visions of the interstate commerce act, 
to enter into contracts for the division 
of their gross or net earnings, and to 
secure more expeditious and efficient 
enforcement of th a t law. 
Another 
section of the bill requires annual re­ 
ports from all railroads, including an­ 
swers to all questions asked by the 
the commission, w ith fines for default. 
Mr. Patterson (dem., Tenn.). who 
was in charge of the bill, explained it 
in an elaborate speech. 
He made an 
especial attack on some of the big ship­ 
pers and manufacturers, claiming that 
under the present law all competition 
was shut out. In a single year, he said, 
i t was estimated there were 183,OOO 
fraudulent shippers on roads running 
between Chicago, Philadelphia, Balti­ 
more and New York. 
Under the pres­ 
en t law the shipper and railroad agent 
were not punishable. 
This bill aimed 
at the punishment, not of the clerk oi 
agent, but of the railroad company it­ 
self. 
Upon the conclusion of Mr. Pat­ 
terson’s rem arks the house adjourned.

derer. 
This is mounted officer Get- 
chell, and his was a fleeting glimpse of 
the face in the moonlight. 
The officer 
was making his rounds on Lake street 
near Portland avenue about 8 o'clock 
Monday evening. 
A carriage passed 
lim in in 
which 
the 
occupants 
were 
loudly 
quarreling. 
He 
glanced at the man and saw th at 
ie was thin of face and had a dark 
leavy mustache. 
More he could not 
see. 
He now claims th at he looked 
sharply at the rig as it passed and posi­ 
tively identified it as the Gossman rig 
which Miss Ging hired and which came 
back to the stable empty and blood 
soaked. 
The spot where the body was 
found is about two miles from the spot 
where 
Getchell 
claims 
to 
have 
seen the pair, but is on a direct 
road 
thither. 
That 
is, 
up 
to 
date, 
the 
only 
actual 
clew 
to the identity of the stranger. 
Even 
by that time it is by no means certain 
th a t the couple Getchell saw was the 
couple in question. 
There is just one 
other clew from which something may 
yet be learned. 
This is the note Miss 
Ging received in the morning, and 
which, after reading she tore into 
small bits. 
lier waste basket is now 
in the hands of the police, who are 
making an effort to piece the various 
bits of paper found there together. 
Apparently there are several nofces. 
One signed “ R" seems to ask her to 
meet a friend a St. Louis. 
This initial 
at once called to mind Frederick I. 
Reed of St. Louis, manager of the 
Golden Rule store. 
Reed, it is learned, 
was once engaged to Miss Ging and 
gave her a diamond engagement ring, 
the one which was found in a small 
chamois bag beside her corsage.

some reason

engagement was 
broken more than a year ago. 
Reed 
has a thin face and a heavy dark mus­ 
tache. 
But he proved th at he was at 
work in the store all the evening w ith 
his clerks. 
The police Tuesday sent 
word to Reed to come and enter the 
sweat box. 
He declined unless a w ar­ 
rant was issued for him. The police did 
not feel justified in issuing a w arrant. 
According to the testimony of all her 
friends. Miss Ging had entirely broken 
off her connection with Reed and held 
no communication with him for over a 
year, yet she retained and cherished 
the ring. 
Thus far all search for the 
messenger who carried the note has 
been futile. 
An American District 
Telegraph boy has been found who 
carried a number of notes from a man 
at the Nicollet House, but he did not 
carry the note Monday. 
The man for 
whom he carried notes, and whose 
picture was found in

Ging's 
boudoir, was Harvey Axford, a cloth 
ing m anufacturer’s agent, w ith whom 
and whose wife Miss Ging was friend­ 
ly. 
He had no trouble in convincing 
the police th at he had nothing to do 
with the murder. 
Carl J. Warneke, 
another former intim ate of Miss Ging’s 
was also subjected to the sweat box 
process,

He 
satisfactorily explained his former re­ 
lations w ith the girl. 
He is now m ar­ 
ried. 
The only other suspect is Harry 
Hayward, the landlord, friend and 
creditor of the dead woman. 
Hay

His alibi is perfect and 
relieves him from direct connection 
with the crime.

On the preservation of the peace of 
Europe the emperor said:

Faithful to the spirit 
of our alliances, we cultivate good ant 
friendly relations with all the powers. 
During the course of the last few 
months two neighboring empires have 
been deeply stirred by grave events. 
Germany has sincerely joined in the 
sympathy which was evinced on a1 
sides and which once more gave evi 
dence of the solidarity of the human 
feeling and peaceful wishes. 
In the 
death of the emperor of Russia I de­ 
plore the loss of a friend and a trice 
co-operator in the works of peace.” 
The papers publish lengthy com­ 
ments upon the 
emperor's speech. 
Even the semi-official North German 
Gazette, which is usually silent on 
such occasions, discusses the speech 
approvingly. 
The National Zeitung. the organ of 
the national liberal party, praises the 
speech on the whole, but says it waits 
the details of bills to be submitted by 
the government to the reichstag before 
it expresses its final opinion. 
The reactionary papers praise the 
speech, but regret its silence regard­ 
ing agriculture.

AND GOT A BULLET 


PROM ISE BARS DR. ROBERTS OUT BAD MEN GETAWAY 


SU LLIV A N 
POUNDED 
TW ICE 
AND SHO T ONCE. 


Life in the Bower City W as Growing 
Too Dull, and He Rolled Up His 
Sleeves and Started In to Make 
a Diversion—The German Downed 
Him. 


It was a short night hut a lively 
one for Jerry Sullivan. 
First he climbed into a Concordia 
hall dance by means of the fire escape 
and was thrown down two flights of 
stairs. 
Half an hour later he found a va­ 
cancy in a free-foi-all fight and was 
pounded pretty nearly into a jelly. 
He pulled himself together after 
the crowd left, decided that Janesville 
w as again becoming too slow, and 
punched at an inoffensive German. 
The German went up against George 
McWilliam’s popcorn stand as if hit 
with a paving block. Sullivan started 
toward him for another round. 
The 
German staggered back, reached into 
his pocket, and a moment later the 
men across the street heard a sharp 
report and saw Sullivan fall on the 
crosswalk. 
That ended the fight. 
Without waiting to see whether his 
man was dead the German ran down 
River street and up the alley between 
Beneke's and Ennis* saloons and was 
lost to view. 
The crowd scattered 
and Sullivan was left to the care o; 
the firemen, who heard the shot anc 
ran out of the west side station, 
c 
The B all W as Not Found, 
William Scott picked up the injured 
man and found that a stream of blood 
was pouring from bis nose. 
As soon 
as possible be was taken to Dr. Joe 
Whiting’s office, and an examination 
made. 
The bullet, a small one, had 
entered the right nostril and lodged 
in the head. 
Sullivan bled profusely, 
and complained of pain near the left 
ear. Dr. Whiting did not probe for the 
ball, deciding that it was better to 
wait. 
About 4 o'clock the wounded 
man was taken to ‘‘Prairie Jack ” Sul­ 
livan’s home on Chestnut street. 
Dr. Whiting probed for the ball this 
morning as soon as the hemorrhage 
stopped enough to make an explora­ 
tion prudent, 
He found the bullet 
had entered at the right angle of the 
nose. had crossed the face, struck the 
bony wall at the back of the left ear 
and glanced downward. 
Following 
the course it did there was a chance 
that the bullet might be bedded as far 
away 
as the shoulder, and 
seal ch 
was deferred. 
Sullivan is now in a 
fair way to recover unless something 
unexpected intervenes. 
Sullivan lives in Harmony. 
He was 
around most of the evening with John 
* Mooney, also 
of 
Harmony, 
but 
Mooney disappeared after the shoot­ 
ing. 
It was twenty minutes after 
twelve when the manager of the Sil­ 
ver Leaf benefit ball put the agile 
Harmony man out and gave him over 
to Officer Smith. 
Smith told him to 
keep away from the dance and go 
home, but Sullivan hadn’t had excite­ 
ment enough to make the evening 
seem complete. 
“ I was looking for trouble and got 
it,” he said after he was shot. 
*T am 
in big luck to be alive.” 
Shooter Was A rrested 
A few moments investigation by Of­ 
ficer Hogan developed the fact that 
the man who did the shooting was 
Engelbert Chaumbargar, a hired man 
working on the John Little farm. 
Chaumbargar had been visiting friends 
in Jefferson and returned last evening 
to attend the benefit dance. 
Those 
who knew him declared that be was 
qniet, inoffensive man. Hogan started 
for the Little farm before daylight 
and returned about IO o’clock with 
his man. 
Chaumbargar did not deny 
doing the shooting. 
“ I had nothing against the man, 
be insisted, “ but he came up and 
struck me over the eye. 
I backed 
aw ay and he followed me. 
I didn’t 
w ant to get another eye like that so I 
thought I would stop him.” 
Officer Hogan took him before Judge 
Phelps and a plea of not guilty was 
entered although the defendant said 
he was perfectly willing to tell just 
bow everything was and let the court 
decide.

Minnegerode, who died in Alexandria, 
Va., last Saturday,was one of the most 
prominent Episcopal divines in the 
south. 
“ He enjoyed,” says the Wash­ 
ington News, “ the acquaintance and 
friendship of most of the distinguished 
men of the time. 
He was appointed to

iam and Mary college, and in 1848 
entered the ministry of the Protestant 
Episcopal church. After having charge 
of several parishes he was made recor 
of St. Paul’s church in Richmond. 
He 
was filling this pastorate when the war 
broke out, and Jefferson Davis was a 
member of his church. It was during 
services a t St. Paul’s church th at the 
president of the confederacy received 
the news of the fall of Richmond. 
When Mr. Davis was imprisoned at 
Fort Monroe, Dr. Minnegerode, by 
special permission of the secretary of 
war, was allowed to visit him fort­ 
nightly. 
He also enjoyed the friend­ 
ship of Gen. Lee and many other men 
whose names are connected with the 
confederacy. 
Failing health caused 
him five years ago to resign the rector­ 
ship of St. Paul's, and he removed to 
Alexandria. 
Several weeks ago he 
was stricken w ith paralysis, and since 
then be has failed steadily.”

Hungarians are making prepara­ 
tions on a grand scale for a m illenial 
exhibition, and the government ad­ 
dressed a prayer to the emperor that 
he m ight lend them all the his­ 
toric relics in his possession which 
have any connection w ith Hungarian 
history. 
The emperor granted the re­ 
quest and a number of Hungarian his­ 
torians and antiquarians have come 
to Vienna to study the imperial col­ 
lection and make a list of the objects 
in question. 
They have selected a 
great number, which represent a val- 
'ie of 2,000,000 florins—if the value of 
unique historical relics can be ex­ 
pressed in figures. 
Among these ob­ 
jects are copies of the portraits in re­ 
lief of King Mathias, Corvinus and 
Queen Beatrix, a bronze bust of Mary, 
queen of Hungary; bronze reliefs of 
’Adrien Fries, illustrating the Hunga­ 
rian wars; the remnants of the crown 
o f King Andreas and the imperial 
globe, dating from the fourteenth cen 
tury; the double cross that belonged 
to 'L ew is the Great, with relics of 
Christ's cross; a map of Hungary en­ 
graved in a metal plate, a nautilus­ 
shaped cup, with arms of the Batthy- 
anis. 
It is easy to imagine what ef­ 
forts w ill be made in Hungary to pre­ 
vent these objects from returning to 
Vienna when once they have been in 
the Hungarian capital; and if they 
are left there surely Prague would 
ask for all that referred to Bohemia 
in the imperial collections, and Cra 
cow for all that referred to Poland.
